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THE ASSQCIATED PRESS CASE. 
The decision of the Missouri Supreme Court in the case in- | 
volving the question whether the Associated Press was a mo- | 
nopoly or trust, seems more nearly in accord with the facts 
and right reason than the Iilinois decision of different tenor. 

The court holds that the Associated Press is not a monop- 
Oly and does’ not violate the anti-trust laws of Missouri. 

The Associated Press is a co-operative society, composed 
of a large number of the newspapers in the country, 
the aim of which is toa collect and distribute among the co- 
operators the news of the day. The news is not sold, but 
shared and enjoyed by those who obtain it. It cannot be 
called a monopoly because it does not engross the news to | 
the exclusion of newspypers not members. The same news | 
may’ be gathered by others if they have the facilities. 

The reader will readily recognize the value of such a system 
of newsgathering. In the bringing of this suit it was admit- 
ted that it was of great, value-—so great that a newspaper 
not enjoying membership in the Associated Prass cannot hope 
to compete with an Associated Press newspaper. The public 
fully recognizes the value of the exclusive enj®yment of As- 
sociated Press news to the Post-Dispatch, which is the only 
afternoon newspaper in St. Louis receiving it.
